Countries included in this table are those which have been 
most receptive to offers of assistance from the Sino-Soviet 
Bloc. For the most part, these countries pursue policies of 
non-alliance with either the Bloc or the West; hence they are 
usually willing to accept assistance from the Bloc when it is 
offered to them. On a global basis, aid of all types given by 
the US to underdeveloped countries during the period of two and 
one-half years was about $8 billion, and Sino-Soviet Bloc 
credits and grants to Free World underdeveloped countries a- 
mounted to^bout $1.9 billion. 
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
